STRENGTH AND ACTIVITY IN IRISH 
ISSUES MAIN FEATURE

HE Dublin Stock Exchange in 1940 stood 
il up remarkably well moo ais the diene 
ties and uncertainties brought about by 
the general world conditions, and few of us a 
year ago would have even hoped for such firm 
conditions at the end of such a trying year 
Dealings in cross-Channel securities ‘were 
made difficult by the number of new regula- 
tions brought into force. 

One of the Man features oí the year 
was the increased activity and strength of 
Irish securities, and brokers here in Eire had 
a better. time than their fellow-brokers in 
other centres. Many people had feared that 
the outbreak of war would have meant that 
supplies of raw materials for our local in- 
dustries would have been almost impossible 
to get. So far these are coming along fairly 
regularly, and in some cases good reserves 
have been built up. 

Owing to the war conditions most of the 
newly-formed Irish industrial concerns are 
now free from foreign competition, and thus 
they are being afforded a golden op ortunity 
to get firmly established. Many of Wa have 
seized this chance, judging by the number of 
excellent reports issuec., during the year, and 
if supplies of raw materials can be main- 
tained, the outlook generally seems much 
brighter. 


NEW PUBLIC ISSUES 


There were only a few public flotations 
and these were ~~ well received. In- some 
cases the capital was needed owing to an 
expansion in trade. Clondalkin Paper Mills 
Ltd., issued 200,000 5s. shares at 5s. 64. 
bringing the total issued share capital up to 
£200,000. The company had a very successful 
year, and the profits, after depreciation, taxa- 
tion, etc., was £34,300, while a maiden 
bas of 10 per cent. was paid to share- 
ioiders. . 

There was an offer of sale of 75,000 6 per 
cent. Cumulative Preference shares of £1 
each at 21s, 6d. and 110,000 Ordinary shares 
of £1 each at 21s. by Williams and Woods 
Ltd., the old-established Dublin concern, 
whose products are so well known. The 
prospectus showed that the average annual 
profits for the past five years were sufficient 
to cover the Preference dividend almost three 
and a half times and leave substantial sums 
for reserves. and Ordinary dividends. Both 
classes of shares are now standing at a 
premium. | 

Metal Products, Ltd., made an issue of 
16,400 £1 Preference Shares at par, of which 
the directors and their friends applied in 
eash for 5,500 shares. The company was 
formed as a private concern in 1933 to manu- 
facture nuts, bolts, rivets, etc., and enjoys 
the benefit of tariffs. The business has 
expanded rapidly, and the prospectus showed 
that average annual profits available for divi- 
dend are sufficient to cover the dividend on 
the £20,000 Preference issue more than three 
and a half times. : 

The Sunbeam Wolsey Co., Ltd., increased 
their capital by the creation of 50,000 £1 
6 per cent. Participating’/Preference Shares, 
which were offered to existing Ordinary and 
Preference shareholders in the proporticn of 
one share for every three shares held at 
22s. -This capital was needed owing- to the 
enormous imcrease in the trade of the sub- 
sidiary eompany—namely, the Cork Spinning 
Co.. Ltd. The issue constituted a nice bonus 
to shareholders, as the new Preference shares 
advanced sharply as a result. 


WHY IRISH FUNDS MADE 
. HEADWAY 


Following the outbreak of hostilities many 
eople, nervous of the situation, sold their 
at rea in foreign securities, and much of 
their money found its way into Irish Gilt- 
edged Stocks, with the result that the prices 
of Government Funds forged ahead at a great 
pace. and the rises were fairly well 
maintained right up to the clos of 
the year. A great strain was put on the 
country’s finances, but its position Is 
remarkably sound in comparison with most 
other countries. Thus the Loans are still 
quite attractive, giving a comparatively good 
return for money invested. 

Corporation issues, too, have shown a good 
upward swing, but. unfortunately, intending 
buvers are unable to get their full needs. 
These stocks, too, are attractive investments, 
the majority of which hold definite dates for 
redemption. © 

The British Gilt-edged market staged a 
sharp recovery from the low levels of a year 
ago, and the advances were well held. Vast 
sums of money are being more or less forced 
into this group owing to the present un- 
settled conditions, and so far as can be 
gauged there is little chance of any change 
in the situation during the coming months. 

The Banking group shows some recovery 
from the earlier weakness, but records fairly 
substantial Josses on the year. Most of the 
companies’ profits for the year 1939 were 
considerably lower than in 1938, and divi- 


dends were also-reduced. One of the chief | 


reasons for the fall in profits was that the 
various companies were compelled to hold 
more liquid assets to meet with any possible 
emergency. “This, of course, meant that the 
earning capacity was reduced as the liquid 
assets were more or less of an unproductive 
nature. 


GUINNESS SURPRISE 


The reduction of one per cent. in the A. 
Guinness, Son and Co. interim Ordinary div‘ 


_dend had led most holders to expect a 


further reduction in the final payment, ‘but 
they were pleasantly surprised, for the final 
distribution was unchanged at 14 per cent., 
making 25 per ceri. for the year, as com- 
pared with 26 in the preceding year. Despite 
the prevailing difficult times and the heavy 
taxation in existence the company had a 
very satisfactory year, and the net profit 
after taxation amounted to £1,485,245, as 
against £1,571,776 in 1939. It was tes 
out at the general meeting that although 
trade conditions continued favourable the 
rises in the cost of materials, coupled with 
the increases in duty and income tax were a 
heavy burden,- The £1 units are looked on as 
a sound industrial holding, but movements 
in price will undoubtedly be regulated by 
the general conditions prevailing in the 
British Industrial group.

DUBLIN DISTILLERS- - 
The Dublin Distillers Co. had a very satis- 


factory.year, and the report showed a net [. 


profit: of £4,575, as compared with a loss of 
£15 in 1939. A large block of Deb. stock 
was cancelled during the year, and the 
yamount now outstanding is only £83,085. It 
was pointed out that, if the present curtail- 
ment in distilling in Great Britain continued 
for any length of time, it might Jook for- 
ward to the disposal of further large quanti- 
ties of stock. e outlook appears brighter 
than for some time past, and both the Ord. 
and “A”' shares are meeting with quiet, 
speculative support. i 

Cairnes, Limited, maintained a steady 
earning capacity, and the Ord. shareholders 
again received a dividend of 4 per cent. The 
gross profit showed a good increase, but 
working expenses, duty and taxation were 
considerably higher, and made a big inroad 
into profits.- There was some activity in 
the company’s issues, and, despite the diffi- 
cult times, the outlook is viewed favourably 
in many quarters. 


RISING COSTS HIT RAIL, 


TRAM AND GAS COMPANIES 


ln the Home Railway section the Great 
Southern Company’s issues were quietly 
supported in the earlier months, due 
to highly satisfactory weekly traffic returns. 
This improvement was by no means main- 
tained, and from about mid-year sharp 
declines were recorded, and the traffic to date 
only show an increase of £91,744 on the = 
vious year. This, coupled with the fact 
expenditure must show an expansion, due to 
the increase in the cost of coal, oil, wages, 
etc., caused nervousness among holders, ana 
prices drifted away again. ,With the o 
so obscure, there ig very little incentive for 
buyers to come along, and, eonsequently, the 
chances of any early revival, in these issues 
seems remote.

A concern such as the Alliance and Dubl

The increase in the price of gas 
resulted in a reduction in the statutory divi- 
dend to 7 per cent., but holders still receive 
a comparatively good return for their money, 

course, another heavy burden is the in- 
crease in wages. due to the rise in the cost 
of living. 

Bakery and milling concerns continue to 
report satisfactory trading conditions, and 
the leadi _ Ordinary shares are mostly 
buyers at higher levels. Draperies, too, are 
attracting more attention than in recent years 
and quiet speculative support has caused a 
recovery in places from the previous low 
levels. Some companies were able to report 
a small improvement in profits, but even this 
is welcome afte so many lean years. 


OUTSTANDING FEATURE 


The outstanding feature of the year was 
the reviva' of interest in Irish Industrial 
shares, and attractive dividends and reports 
brought about strong demand, result- 
ing in sharp advances. Issues that 
had virtually been in neglect for 

ears suddenly jumped into the limelight. 

rading conditions were reported to be 
excellent in most cases, and shares are being 
bought on the hopes of better times 
ahead. The opinion in well informed circles 
is that if the existing war conditions last for 
any considerable length of time most of the 
newly formed Irish industrial concerns should 
prosper. 

With investors more inclined to invest their 
money at home there is a much more active 
and freer market in Irish Industrial issues. 
Each day sees this movement gatherin 
momentum, and the prospects. of increase 
activity and strength in these issues are 
bright. 


All countries are now faced with the | 


problem of supplying their own requirements 
and it is up to the various concerns to make 
the most of this opportunity. Good class 
articles will have to be put on the market at 
reasonable prices. Labour and other parties 
closely interested will have to help towards 
this end by the giving of their wholehearted 
co-operation. 


MINISTER'S VISIT 


RECALLED 


These are difficult times, but the outlook 
for Irish industry seems more promising than 
ever before, and it is hoped that all 
concerned will rise to the occasion. If these 
hopes materialise and companies can operate 
on a favourable profit basis it is quite 
probable that the comin ear will bring 
with it a continuance o the activity and 
strength of Irish Industrial shares so notice- 
abl2 on the Dublin Stock Exchange during 
recent months. 

During the year Mr. Sean T. O’Kelly, 
Minister for Finance, paid an official visit to 
the Dublin Stock Exchange to unveil a panel, 
on which was inscribed the names of the 
Presidents of the Exchange since inception. 
This was the first official visit of any Govern- 
ment Minister, and he was warmly received 
by a large gathering of brokers. and their 
staffs. He paid a tribute to the members of 
the Exchange for the part they had played 
in the flotation of the many new enterprises 
in recent years, and he looked forward to the

BRITISH MARKET 


Although British Industrials are generally 
lower than at this time a year ago, they-are 
higher than the worst points reached.

Movements in prices will to a 
large extent be governed by the course of 
the war, and consequently féw are willing to 
even venture an opinion.

LIFE ON THE SEASHORE 
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Life on the seashore was thd subject of a 
lecture given to the Royal Dublin Society 
by Professor J. Bayley Butler. He spoke of 
the habits of barnacles, limpets, dogwinkles, 
and the various worms which infest the 
sands. The lugworm, well known to fisher- 
men, engulfs a vast quantity of sand, and 
digests the food material present, he said. 
This worm throws up worm castings in the 
sand, and, when it is remembered that there 
may be 80,000 worms to an acre of sand, 
it 1s not hard to realise that their castings 
each year border upon 2,000 tons per acre.
